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No charge is made for the use of the camping grounds. Parties may bring 
their own camping outfits. A limited number of tents and cots will be avail- 
able at the tent and awning companies. 

All campers will be required to occupy the regular camp grounds which 
are fenced off from the main portion of the grounds. Positively no camping 
will be permitted west of the camp ground fence or on the Fair Grounds 
proper. 

Regular admission gates have been provided, one on Grand Avenue near 
the Tent and Awning Company Warehouses, one on street leading to camp 
grounds south of old Poultry Building, and on street leading into exhibitor’s 
camp ground east of the Swine Barn. 


Campers will be required to pay the regular admission fees when entering 
the main portion of the grounds through these gates. 


Campers’ return checks will be issued by the gatekeepers at the camp 
ground entrances to campers who wish to return to their tents for meals or 
rest during the day. These checks will admit campers to the main part of 
the fair grounds, at camp ground entrances only on the day issued. Any 
person attempting to abuse the camp ground return check privilege will 
be required to pay the regular admission fee, and will subject themselves to 
expulsion from the camp grounds. 


No pass-out or return checks will be issued for the main outside gates. 
Campers who desire to visit the City during the day may leave the camp 
grounds through the camp ground exit gate. Pass-out return checks will 
be issued to campers so they may return through the camp ground exit gate. 
The road leading to this gate runs south to Dean Avenue from a point east 
of the Farm Bureau Headquarters. 


Trailer Camp 


Ample space is provided for a Trailer Camp south of the regular camp 
grounds. Electrical connections may be made and a nominal charge is made 
for such connections. A Trailer Camp headquarters is maintained where 
trailer campers are required to register. No house trailers are allowed out- 
side the trailer camp area. 


Pass-out checks to the main part of the Fair Grounds will be issued under 
the same rules as those for campers.

Public Bath House

Women and Children’s Building

Press Bureau

Emergency Hospital 
An emergency hospital will be maintained in the southwest corner of the 
ground floor of the Women and Children’s Building. Physicians and nurses 
will be in charge day and night. Services are rendered by the Polk County 
Chapter of the American Red Cross and management provides the hos- 
pital building and furnishings. 


Check Rooms 


Check rooms in charge of reliable persons will be located at the entrance 
of the auto parking grounds near the Old Mill, also at the refreshment stand 


in the Administration Building. Packages and clothing may be checked at 
a nominal fee. 
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Post Office 


A substation of the Des Moines Post Office will be located on Grand Ave- 
nue, northeast of the Agricultural Building. The office will receive and dis- 
tribute mail, sell stamps, postal cards and money orders. 


Express 


The express company’s office will be found in a booth east of the north 
entrance to the Stock Pavilion. All express shipments for delivery to the 
grounds should be marked and charges prepaid to Des Moines. All express 
sent to individuals or firms in care of the secretary will be found at the 
express office. Free pickup or delivery of L.C.L. shipments to or from any 
point. within the Fairgrounds. 

Express shipments will be accepted at the Fairgrounds Railway Express 
office for forwarding to any destination either by rail or air. Express money 
orders and travelers cheques may also be cashed or purchased. 


Telephones 


A complete telephone system is maintained on the grounds by the North- 
western Bell Telephone Company. Connections may be had to any part of 
the grounds, free; a toll fee of ten cents for down town connections is 
charged. The central office is located in the southeast corner room of the 
Educational Building and Grandstand. 


Administration Offices 


All the officers and superintendents. of the Fair will have offices in the 
Administration Building.

1. The dates for both bulls and females are shown in each class. All dates 
are inclusive. 

2. Get of Sire: Group to consist of four animals either sex, the get of one 
sire, at least one to be two years of age or older. Not more than two bulls 
ean be shown. Sire must be named. Hach exhibitor is limited to one entry 
sired by the same bull. Get need not be owned by exhibitor. 

3. Junior Get of Sire: Group to consist of four animals under two years 
of age, none of which have freshened, either sex, the get of one sire, not more 
than two can be bulls. Sire must be named and each exhibitor is limited to 
one entry sired by the same bull. Junior Get need not be owned by exhibittor. 

4, Produce of Dam: Group to consist of two animals any age, either sex, 
the produce of one cow. The dam must be named. Each exhibitor is limited 
to one entry from the same dam. 

5. Dairy Herd: Group to consist of four cows that have freshened, all to 
be owned by exhibitor. Each exhibitor is limited to one entry. 

6. Best Three Females: Any age. Must be bred and owned by exhibitor. 
Each exhibitor is limited to one entry. 

7. Premier Breeder: A Premier Breeder’s Banner will be awarded to the 
breeder winning the most money in the single open classes, including animals 
bred by himself but exhibited by others. 

8. Premier Exhibitor: A Premier Exhibitor’s Banner will be awarded to 
the exhibitor winning the most money in the single open classes on animals 
owned and exhibited by himself. 

9. Iowa District Herds. District Herd shall consist of eight animals, one 
bull any age, two females two years old or over, three females under two 
year and two other females any age. All animals shall be owned by persons 
within an established district as set up by the state breed association. Cattle 
must be owned by not less than three exhibitors with no exhibitor furnishing 
more than three animals, and all animals in which a breeder owns a part- 
nership interest will be counted in these three. 

The owners of animals making up the district herd must have exhibited 
cattle at their respective breed shows. The individual animals need not have 
been exhibited there, however. 

All animals entered in the District Herd must be entered and shown in the 
open individual classes and must be exhibited under their respective owners’ 
names. Such entries will be stalled with the rest of the exhibitor’s herd 
and stall rent paid by him. District groups are invited and encouraged to 
enter additional cattle in the open classes but entries must be made in the 
individual exhibitor’s name. 

The president or secretary of the district association must make entry of 
District Herds by name or number of the district with L. B. Cunningham, 
Secretary, by August 1 and must name the person who will be in charge 
at the State Fair, which person shall name the animals that shall constitute 
the herd after arrival at the Fair. ;
